Re dran party of Ohio in Oonvention as- 
ocubied, Feaiivanitie the platform of 1887, — om 
at Toledo, present the following additional Geciara- 
ay and untrammeled 8 lies at the foun- 
dation of the Republic and its restoration by every 
constitutional means in States where it has 


been overthrown or impaired, and its 
maintenance everywhere is our settled 
and determined arpose. We denounce the 


Democratic party for its nullification of the war 
amendments to the Constitution whereby the Re- 
yublicans of the South are 9 denied a voice 
In the government of the nation, and the power of 
the Democrats of that section is unlawfully aug- 
mented. Wecharge that the Democratic party is 
now in the enjoyment of power confessedly — — 
by the unlawful suppression of the franchise 
in the Southern. States. We affirm that the 
acceptance of power thus secured forthe apparent 
purpose of the party to continue the methods men- 
tioned and its shameless defense af the criminals in 
the States of Maine, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio have 
fought to stifle the popular will by frauds 
and forgeries, justify us in charging that 
it has practically become, in a national sense, 
an orgauized conspiracy against free and fair 
elections.

THE ALLEGED EFFECTS OF THE REPEAL 
PROPOSED BY MILLS’ BILL. 


A Gloomy Outlook as Seen by the Pennsylva- 
nia Manufacturers—The Market Price of 
Foreign Wool Certain to Go Up—Compe- 
tition With Other Countries Impossible— 
The Paper Trade. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 
BosToN, Mass., April 19.—The wool question 


was discussed by several prominent manu- 
facturers in the Evening Record yesterday. 
The President of the National Association of 
Woolen Manufacturers, Wm. Whitman, said 
in answer to the inquiry: ‘‘What will be the 
immediate effects of the repeal of the duty 
on wool proposed in the Mills bill?“ 

It will operate first to reduce the price of 
our home wool materially ana to raise some- 
what the market price of foreign wool. That 

this result will follow repeal will not denied 
by frank-spoken men in the wool business,and 
I have no doubt that buyers: would be guided 
by this conviction in their purchases. If they 
were satisfied that this bill was soon to be- 
come law, large orders would be placed in 
the foreign market to take advantage of the 
rise, and orders at home would be restricted 
to the absolutely immediate necessities of the 
trade. The fall at home, I am convinced, 
would be much greater than the correspond- 
ing rise abroad and the two movements would 
continue until a readjusted market level was 
reached. As our home product is only about 
one-sixth of the total world product, it is in- 
evitable that the falling-off here should be 
greater than the appreciation abroad in the 

final adjustment of the price level.“ 
A PROSTRATING BLOW. 

„What effect would this falling-off in price 
at home have upon the wool-growing indus- 
try of the country?“ 

„„A to that, replied Mr. Whitman, ‘‘I 
speak upon the positive declarations and as- 
surances of the chosen representatives of the 
wool-growers and of individual growers in 
private advices. With the present cost of labor, 
breeding and raising, such a fall as would 
result from this repeal would be a prostrating 
blow to the industry. To what extent it might 


recover under the changed conditions is a 
purely speculative and undetermined point.’’ 

**Would this disaster be limited to the wool- 
growers alone?“ 

Not at all. Such a change as is proposed 
would depreciate the value of existing stocks. 
The relative proportion of such stock to the 
annual production is far larger in the woolen 
industry than in the cotton, for example. 
Large advances have been made by commis- 
sion houses to mills on the strength of such 
security, in nosmali measure, for the read 
money capital of the mills alone is not suffi- 
cient for the needs of this business. All such 
advances, Isay, would be imperiled as well 
as the investments of the mills by such a sud- 
den capsizing of the market, bringing depreci- 
ation, instability and uncertainty.’’ 

What do you think of the economical pro- 
priety of maintaining protection for the wool- 
growers?’’ 

I have never advocated protection for any 
industry which can’t be — pets — carrie 
on by the use of the natural resources of this 
country with proper remuneration for the 
labor employed. Now the fact that our wool- 
growing industry bas reached its present pro- 
portions and that we produce here more than 
one-sixth of the world's product is solid, irre- 
futable evidence that itis desirable to main- 
tain and foster such an industry on our soil. 
With such a product already at hand at home, 
it would be economicaliy unwise, in my 
judgment, to depend upon foreign sources 
for supply when the future price and product 
abroad are beyond our foresight and calcala- 
tion to measure. By competition here the 
price of domestic wool has fallen, and the 
present low price is almost unexampled.’’ 

COMPETITION IMPOSSIBLE. 

When Joseph Sawyer of Sawyer, Burt & 
Manning was asked what his views were in 
regard to the question of free wool, he 
replied: ‘*There is no doubt that our 
American wool-growers would be un- 
able to raise wool in competition with 
other countries where sbeep-farming is 
cheaper. If the tariff was taken off wool there 
would, in my opinion, be a corresponding ad- 
vance in woolin other parts of the world, for 
there would be just so much less produced in 
thiscountry. The foreign supply could be 
cornered. We have seen that done repeated- 
ly. Once we had some South American wool 
afloat, and between the time of its shipment 
and the time ofits arrival in Boston it had 
doubled in value,owing to a cornerin the mar- 
ket. The tariff on wool, by encouraging its 
growth in this country, secures a balance, 
Another effectof killing the wool-growing 
interests of this country would be to stop the 
production of a kind of wool that is not grown 
elsewhere,a stronger and better wool for many 
fabrics than any that can be got frum abroad. 
A still more injurious effect would be the low- 
ering of the grade of many foreign wools, for 
itis by importation for breeding purposes of 
high-class sheep from Vermont and other States

James J. Davis entered a petition to-day 
in the Cireuit Court seeking a decree of 
divoree from Lillie L. Davis.

A $20,000 BLAZE 


Which Broke Out in Curtis & Co.’s Factory 
ut an Early Hour. 


An alarm was turned in about 2:30 o’clock 
this morning for a flre in the factory of the 
Curtis & Co. Manufacturing Company at the 
northeast corner of Second and Wright streets. 
The 19s, 8s, 9s and 5s were soon on hand and 
hard at work, but were unable to save the 
building and stock from almost total destruc- 
tion, as the material was very inflammabie, 


and the flames had already made great 
headway. Andrew Reman, the com- 
pany’s private watchman, states that 
the fire originated from some unknown cause 
in the neighborhood of the engine-room, 
which was in the rear of the factory, and that 
by the time he had turned in an alarm the 
whole structure was in flames. Owing to cer- 
tain repairs in the street water-mains being 
made by the city, steam was turned off by the 
company at noon yesterday and no fire was 
burning for legitimate purposes at the hour 
when the ames were first discovered. 
The building itself was a two-story frame 
of an insignificant order in appearance 
being little more than a shed. It was former- 
ly occupied by a pork-packing house, and its 

estruction represents but a 2 
small loss to the owner, Mrs. Lucy V. Semple 
Ames. The property contained therein, how- 
ever, was valuable, the mastery being devoted 
to the turning out of saw mills and saw mill 
machinery.
